supervision. 


GENERAL ORDERS 


(A) American Legion Uniforms shall be, as near as possible, blue trousers, cap, white shirt with blue 
tie, or blue shirt with yellow tie. 

(B) Drinking, or the display of alcoholic beverages, during the parade by participants is prohibited. 
Police will enforce this ruling along the route of march. 

(C) Units will assemble and march with their respective districts unless otherwise notified by Parade 
Staff. 

(D) Marching distance between ranks — 3 paces. 

(E) Distance between Posts — 6 paces. 

(F) Distance between Districts — 18 paces. 

(G) Distance between Floats, etc. — 10 yards. 

(H) Musical Units will play at suitable intervals throughout the line of march and at a cadence of 
120 steps per minute, with the exception of High School Bands. ALL UNITS ARE INSTRUCTED 
TO PLAY WHILE PASSING THE REVIEWING STAND. IT IS SUGGESTED YOU BEGIN YOUR 
MUSIC BEFORE TURNING WEST ON BERRY STREET FROM CLINTON STREET. 

(1) Street maneuvers by marching units shall be limited to the area in front of reviewing stand, with 
the exception of when maneuvering can be executed along the line of march without impeding 
the progress of the parade.
